Central park, New York city, was 
given to the United States by Kgypt 
and was transported here at, the ex- 
pense of the late W. H. Vanderbilt. It 
was erected in 1881. The crabs it 
stands upon are replicas of the 
originals, which are in the Metropoli 
tan museum. In the museum, too, a 
model is to be seen showing how the 
obelisk was lowered and raised into 
position, It is sixty-seven feet high 
and weighs 180 tons.

the obelisk transferred from Hellopo- | 
lis, the old cupital, to Alexandria, | 
thereby giving {it its present name,

nomical and orderly conduet of 
their business, including all steps 
and processes farm production 
to consumtion of their product. 
Included in these essentials are 
the right to receive, both as indi- 
vidual the rightto555,emfwyTH 
vidua farmers and through the 
organizations which the farmers 
shall erect, inteligent, co-opera- 
tive, and constructive assistance 
from the federal government and 
from each of the state govern- 
ments with which such growers 
may come in contact. 

Among the most impotrant of these 
essentials is the right of the farmers 
to so organize as to enable them to 
act collectively in the doing of those 
things which they would otherwise 
do as indivduals. These organizations 
to be set up under laws, both nation- 
al and state, which will recognize the 
form of the organization as valid and 
will permit it to exercise such power 
and authority as will enable it to 
properly transact the business for 
which it is formed. 

The substance and not the ‘orm 
of organization should prevail. It is 
absured to believe that the freedom 
from prosecution, or the being or not 
being of a criminal, should depend 
upon whether the form of the or- 
ganization earns more or less than 
a certain percentage of profit, or if 
the members thereof vote on an equal 
or an unequal basis; or upon wheth 
er the, legal structue is one whih 
capital stock or one without capital 
stock, but it is important that such 
laws be enacted as will permit a 
growers’ organization, regardless of 
its form, provided its substance is 
such that it is composed of yrowers, 
by growers, for the purpose of carry- 
ing on their own business, should be 
permitted to exist. This organiza- 
tion to have or not to have capital, 
or equal or unequal voting power, 
or to be of this form or that form, 
as best suits the nature of the in- 
dustry to be organized. 

In some as in the citrus industry, 
the right to free and open internal 
competition may be an incentive to

others, it may be essential that the 
diferent units act through a central 
sales agency, or that the product be 
taken over by a central organiza- 
tion and the title to the product 
be lodged with the central crganiza- 
tion. It may be in cany cases that 
the nature of the market require that 
that central organization or that com- 
mon selling agency determine from 
time to time the proce at which the 
product can or ought to be sold. Be- 
cause if these incidentals be denied, 
the right to organize as to some in- 
dustries is a mere paper privilege of 
no value, a delusion and a snare, 
rather than an aid or a comfort. 
Power lodged anywhere is danger- 
ous. Power to'do good may become 
a power to do evil. It is, therefore, 
essential that the farmers. should 
readily recognize the importance of 
frankly admitting the right of the 
government, which creates the clas- 
sification, to lay down conditions 
under which the classification shall 
exist, to the end that anything which 
is improper or prejudicial to the pub- 
lic interest in any plan or form of 
organization, may be eliminated.

The ideal newspaper, as seen 
by President Harding, a news- 
paper man himself, is the latest 
contribution to the literature of 
the profession. 

The Seattle Press Club publish- 
‘es an annual paper called the 
Camera. For the latest number 
the President contributed a very 
interesting piece: 

‘‘A great share of the criticism 
of newspapers and their makers, 
that comes from the outside of 
the profession, is unfair and mis- 
leading, beeause it is not based 
on a thorough understanding of 
the difficult conditions under 
which newspaper men work. 

“Tf IT were going to prescribe 
a method of giving a particular 
town an ideal newspaper, I would 
begin by providing the kind of 
a town that would know how to 
co-operate with the makers of 
that kind of a newspaper. I 
would not have, for instance, a 
community of people who pre- 
tended they did not like news- 
paper publicity when they really 
did like it. I would populate 
this ideal town with people who 
would ‘know how to talk to the 
newspaper men.’ All you news- 
paper men will know exactly 
what I mean. 

‘‘T would have the people of 
this model town understand that 
it is not only possible but usually 
desirable to have many free con- 
fidenees with the newspaper men 
and the assurance that the right 
kind of newspaper men—and 
this model town would employ 
only that kind—would always 
protect confidences. 

“‘T would have the town rec- 
ognize fully how useful the news- 
raper was capable of being to it, 
and T would have the newspaper 
inspired by a purpose of giving 
the fullest measure of service to 
its community. 

“T would have an_ editorial 
staff courageous enough to differ
